Moſt humbly Repreſented to the Right FHmourable Houle of 
Commons now #7 PARLIAMENT Aﬀemtbled. 
wW That on the 21th Day of 4pril laſt, he turned away one Hannah Lwe, a Servant 
Wench that lived with him, from out of his Service, upon Suſpicion of Felony. 

That this Wench , upon this, was entertain'd by the Commiſſioners ; and an Information was laid

But they gave their Judgment againſt 
the ſaid Rye for 50 1. without Hearing ſuch Evidence as he Offer'd. 

That after the ſaid Lone had given her Evidence , The faid Xye defir'd the Commiſſioners, to 
Suffer a Conſtable, then Preſent, to Execute the Recorder of London his Warrant upon her for Fe- 
tony , which was Refus'd by them : Particularly by Mr. Clarke and ſhe was Convey'd away from 
him Three or Four Miles out of Town, to Private Lodgings , which ſhe had Taken at Ten 
Pounds a Year , where Mr. Robert Huſſey, the Commiſſioners Chief Manager, had Recourſe to her.

THAT tho' the Quantities of Coco of late brought hi- 
ther, 'have been much larger. then uſual, yet the Petitioners 
own that none have or can be Imported by the Merchant, by. 
which he is not only entirely diſcourag'd, but the Queen. 
Likewiſe as ha Her Majeſties Commuſlioners for Cuſtoms, 
have made appear to this Honourable Houſe, looſeth at leaft 
200001. a Year in Her Cuſtoms, 
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Paſſing the WB PLL, for the better Preſerving of 
Publick Credit, 6y reviving and continuing the Af made in the Eighth ard 
Ninth Tears of the Reign of the late King William III. Entituled, An At to 
reſtrain the Number and I!l PraQtices of B2okers and Stock-Jobbers, a»-/ 


and to preſerve the Equivalent given to the Lord-Mayor and Commonalty, and 
Citizens of the City of London. 


HE want of ſuch 4 Law, bath always been found of the moſt dan- 
, nag Conſequence to the Publick Credit and Trade of this King- 
om, as will abundantly appear by the following Reflections. 


The Pernicious Practice of Stock-Jobbing, and the Number of 
Stock-Jobbers and pretended Bzokers, uu ſo very Exccilive in 
the beginning of King Viliom's Reign, that by their Confedractes, 
Combinations and other Jl! Pzacices to Ratſe or Fall Tallies, 
Parliamentary Funds, Stocks, &c. by giving out many Pzemiums to put them upon, 
or refuſe them from the ſeveral Perſons taking ſuch Prenitung (at a certain Price agreed 
upon) that they had it in their Power, and did very often by their dexterous Banagemelit 
Raiſe or Fall them Fifteen or Twenty per Cent. as it ſuited their private Gain ; By theſe 
Wicked and Dangerous PraQtices, the'Publick Credit was 'Expoſed to Extream Hazard, 
and Trade not only weakened, but great Numbers of Conſiderable Traders utterly 
Ruin'd and Undone; To put a Stop to theſe Growing Evils, and to prevent them for 
the future, the Parliament found it abſolutely neceſſary in the Eighth and Ninth of 
King William to Paſs an AQ, Entituled, An A 10 Refirain the number and Ill Praflices 
of B20Kkers and Stock-Jobbers, which A&t was to continue Three Years. 


By this A&, the Dangerous Pradice of Stock-Jobbers, was not only prevented, but 
the B2okers put under proper Reguſattons and their Number reduced to One Hundred ; 
that Number being then thought ſufficient to Manage the Publick Credit and Trade ot 
this Kingdom. This A& was found ſo Effeual for the purpoſes aforeſaid, that it was 
continued for Seven Years longer. 


This A& Expiring with the Seſſions of Parliament Anno Sexto Anne, great applica- 
tion was made for the continuance of it; But there being at the ſame time an A& 
Paſſing the Houſe, to Repeal the Garbler's Ad, which brought the City of London in 
Three 'Hundred Pounds per A7num, and the Seſſions being near a Cloſe, the Court of 
Mayor and Aldermen ſetting forth the great Loſs they ſhould ſuſtain, by the Repeal of 
the ſaid AG, did, obtain a Clauſe in the ſaid AQ, Referring the Management of the 
Brokers intirely to the ſaid Court, Subje&ing them to the Payment of Forty Shillings on 
their Admiſſion, and an Annual Payrhent of Forty Shillings each, as an Sqperctons for thre 
ſaid Three Hundred Pounds per Arnum ; By which the A& of the Eighth and Ninth of 
King William that had continued for Ten Years, and was found fo advantageous to the 
Publick Credit and Trade of this Kingdom, was ſuffered to Expire. 


Since the Paſſing of the laſt mentioned AQ, the Court of Mayor and Aldermen have 
at ſeveral Times, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of the ſaid A& of the Eighth and 
Ninth of King IWiliam, and over and above what was neceſſary to ſecure their tva- 
lent, admitted ſo great a Number of B2okers, and neglefted to Proſecute thoſe who a& 
as B2okers, without their Admiſſion , and there being no Law in Force to prevent the 
Pernicions and Dangerous PraQtice of c>-Jobbers, and their wicked Confedracies 
and Combinations, that it isagain put in the Power ofa few deſigning Mony'd Men by 
Artful Management of JIuts and Refuſals, to Raiſe or Sink the ſeveral Branches of 
Publick Credit, as ſhall beſt ſerve to Carry on their own pomans Intereſt or Gain, as has 
lately been moſt notoriouſly Evident, by the ſudden fall of all Government Securities, 
and the Improvements that have bzen made thereupon, which has. rendred the Filling 
all ſucceeding Funds ſo very difficult. 


This Bill it's humbly hop'd will not only reſtore Publick Trent, but effetually 
ſecureit for the future, againſt the Perniciousand Dangerous Practices of ſuch Mercenary 
and Deſigning Men, who have never fail'd (when no Law has been in Force to reſtrain 
them } for their own Private Intereſt or Gain, to Expoſe it to the utmoſt Hazzard.

It will Inhance the Price of all N aval Stores, as Plank, Hemp, Iron, Pitch, 
Tar, Timber, Maſts ; whieh wall make Shipping dear. 

The A of Navigation wiſely oBligeth us $ Import Foreign Commodities in our own

Encourage our own Ships and Merchants to

And by the ſame Rule, it is our Intereſt to 


not only the benefit of the Prime Coſts, but the Merchants Profit ; and the Vending of 
our own Commodities the better entailed to us, 

But by this intended Twnnage, we ſhall be wrought out of Vending our ownCommodi- 
ties, as well as Foreign : As tor Example, The Dutch ſend our Growth and Manufa&tury 
to the Eaſt-Indies, and other Foreign Markets, and our Merchants do the like ; and the Re- 
turns are proper to ſell in other Foreign Markets. The Hollander hath no Tunnage to pay ; 
he hath no great Cuſtom upon Building Materials: And no Engliſhman, when he is thus 
Fettered, muſt pretend to Lrade with them, with our own, or any other Country's Goods 
where they have liberty to Trade. ; 

The laying a Duty upon any Commodity to be purely Spent amongſt us, is nothing but 
an Exciſe upon the People, and therefore is eaſily Paid ; when this intended Tunnage, will 
of courſe raiſe all Commodities Imported to be Manufactured, or to help us in the Manu- 
fafturing of our own Growth, which will be Deſtructive. 


It affeQeth every thing, without any regard to what is overloaded with Cuſtoms ; or 
what concerneth the Profit of the Nation. 

It will be a great hardſhip upon Owners of Shipping, who have felt the ſmart of the 
War to the higheſt degree ; That they are Diſpirited and have no eafie Thoughts, but what 
leadeth them to be no further Concerned. 

Tf this Tunnage Bill Paſs, we muſt expe all Nations to lay the ſame Tunnage upon our 
Ships we lay upon theirs ; which we ſufficiently felt in the French Tunnage.

' much Concern for it, as if it were the Unum Neceſſerium of this Kingdom and People : To which purpoſe, 
have made many Laws for its Incouragement ; as, The At of Navigation, which was ſolely made for In- 
couragement of Shipping and Trade; and by a Clauſe in that AQ did lay 5 5. per Tun on all French Shipping, 
for no other Reaſon, but that the French King had laid 5o Sols per Tun on all Engliſh Shipping. 

In an Att made alſo in King Charles IT,s time, Intituled, An AF to prevent Frauds, and regulating Abuſes in His 
Mijefty*s Cuſtoms, there Incouragement was given to all Perſons to build good and defendable Ships, and they ſhould 
be allowed, out of the Cuſtoms, one Tenth Part of the Cuſtoms of all the Goods Exported or Imported in' ſuch 
Ships ; beſides, in that A& there is another Clauſe that lays a Duty of one per Cexr, on all Goods and Merchandize 
Exported and Imported, from any Port of this Kingdom, to any Port or Place in the Mediterravean-Ses, beyond the 
Port of Malazs, in any Veſlel, leſs than 200 Tuns and 2 Decks. 

It will be alſo of a very dangerous Conſequence to lay any Duty upon allShipping, being a means to provoke other 
Countries to do the like on the Shipping of this Nation. Who can be aſſured the Porruguees will got lay on a Duty 
of 21. per Tun, inregard it is the Shipping of this Nation, that ſtops their having the moſt part of the Uropean- 
Trade, at this time, to themſelves? Nor who knows how the Dutch and the Henſe-Towns will reliſh it? Nor 
Smeedland and Denmark eſpecially, who doth fo much follow the Steps, and imitate the abſolute Power of Fraxce, 
but that they may alſo uſe one French PraQtice more, and lay on a heavy Duty on Engliſh Shipping ; which will 
be to the great Loſs and Damage of this Kingdom, by becoming Tributaries to Foreign Nations ? | 

The laying on a Duty on Shipping now, ſeems to be ill timed, for theſe Reaſons. Firſt, the very great weight 
of diſcouragement Trade at preſent labours under, and the multitude of Loſſes the Merchants daily ſuſtain, and 
thoſe not ſmall ones, loudly teſtify. Secondly, that it may not anſwer the End of raiſing Mony deſigned by it, by 
reaſon that there is but very few Ships left in this Kingdom, ' not Two Thirds what there was heforg he War begun ;

according to their reſpeftive Ranks and Abilities hath not produ- 
ced quite ſix hundred thouſand Pounds. Of which Stim the 
diſtintion of Degrees and Qualities alone might produce near 
one half : So that, the Common Duty of tour Shillings per Head 
upon the Bulk and Maſs of the Nation amounted but to about 
three hundred thouſand Pounds, which will appear to be very 
little above one Moiety of what it might be reaſonably expeRted 
to produce, if it be conſidered, that it appears by the Hearth- 
Books that England contains about thirteen hundred thouſand 
Houſes, and that each Honſe one with ancther cannot well be 
ſuppoſed to contain leſs than five Perſons, which makes in all fix 
Millions and an halt of Souls. But fince ſome Perſons (tho 
perhaps erroneouſly) have computed them at one Million lels; 
we may reckon them by a Medium at the moſt moderate eſti- 
mate about ſix Mi:iions in all. And ſuppoſing one half of this 
Number to be thro Poverty, &c. exempted from paying any 
thing to this Tax, yet the remaining three Millions at the ordi- 
nary rate of four Shillings p:r Head, would amount to fix han- 
cred thouſand Pounds without any. diſtintion of Ranks and 
Degrees ; Which if added, might make it produce above a Milli- 
On.

The two firſt are purely Quack-Medicines, and have reſpe& only to the preſent | 


Pain by skining over the Soar, but not healing it at the Bottom. The third, viz. 
Bank-Bills ſecured upon Land is a moſt Ingenious Deſign, and tends moſt to the Na- 
tions Advantage of any thing that has yet been offered : But this not being the thing in- 
tended by this Paper, I ſhall leave it to Dr. Chamberlain and thoſe other Gentlemen, who 
have treated upon that Subject to propoſe. 


Any of theſe Ways, eſpecially the two laſt, will help us to a preſent Plenty of 
Mony, and fo relieve us in our preſent Exigencies : But ſhould Bank-Bills be made 
current Mony, and would be accepted as ſuch beyond Seas ; nay, if we had the Spa- 
ziſþ Mines, both, theſe kinds of _ muſt in time be ſent out of the Kingdom, un- 
leſs the Demands upon us from Abroad were leſſen'd. 


It is therefore, without Diſpute, the higheſt Intereſt of the Nation, to find out ſome 
Way to effeCt it, and to make the Scale turn to our Advantage : And that this ma 
really be effeted, is a thing moſt certgin, would the Nation. ſet about it in earneſt ; 
but if we will ſuppoſe Diliculties, which have no Exiſtence but in Fancy, we muſt 
{till crouch under our Loads and Preſſures.

The advantages which will accrue to the Nation by this means, are too many to be 
fully ſtatcd in this Paper : But are in ſhort as follows. 


It will cauſe ſuch an over Ballance of Trade, that we fhall no more be obliged to 
ſend our Monies beyond Seas ; but on the contrary,ſhall yearly receive conſiderable quan- 
tities of Bullion from abroad. It will of it ſelf in two or three years time make good 
the Deficiency of all Funds, and pay them off, Pay all Taxes (I mean ) maintain the 
War, prevent a general Exciſe, or any branch thereof, make Money much more plen- 
tiful than before the recoyning of it. Imploy the Poor,and make them uſefulto the King- 


FO, and be ſuch a Nurſery of Seamen, as at any time fully to ſupply the Royal 
Navy. 


Fhat theſe are Truths, will be acknowledg'd by any Underſtanding Man, who will 
give himſelf the leiſure ſeriouſly to conſider them : for, How could our Neighbors the 
Dutch have attained to that heighth of Trade they now enjoy, as to have been 2'le to 
maintain almoſt a continual War againſt ſome Nation or other ever fince they have been 
a State ? the natural Produ&ts of their own Country bears no proportion ; no, it is ſolely 


owing to the Fiſhing-Trade which they drive upon our Coaſts, and the Traffick there- 
upon depending. 


There are no Kea! Objeitions againſt this Propoſal ; but thoſe ſeeming ones which at 
Preſent occur are, Firſt, That the Dutch are [eled in this Trade.

© The SUFFICIENCY of a TAF upon MONET. 


TO Come at'itty-Certainty in this reſpe&, it is neceſſary to take a ſhort View 

Rt. . of the Capiparion-Tux, which was look'd upon to be prodigiouſly great : 
It "has been faid,” That'it rais'd Five Millions of Money, beſides the Charges that 
attended it before it-came-into the Exchequer: If I miſtake not, the Aﬀeſſments 
were at Three-petice-per Pound value, of the Eightieth Penny : It is true, I have 
not the Means of informing my ſelf of 'the Amount'of that Tax, or its attending 
Charges, any otherwiſe in by common Report ; | but if the Eſtimate of it 
were any thing near what T-mention, then, by a Compariſon made between the 
Capitation and the Tax upon Money, we may form a tolerable Gueſs, how far 
the Produce of the Latter may exceed that of the Former ; and from thence learn 
ſomething of the Sufficiency of 'the Money-Tax. 

Firſt then, Notwithſtanding the Penalties in the Capitition-AR, and the utmoſt 
Care of them that executed it, yet undoubtedly great Concealments were made 
of Money and Stocks, to evade the Payment of the Duties laid upon them ; and 
in ſome meaſure, where Moneys were out upon Securities, the Perſons making 


ſuch Concealments were under a Temptation, if not an Encouragement, to do ſo;. 


:from the Words of the A&; for that only enaQting, That the Perſons who did 
not bring in their 'Securities'to-be regithred, ſhould'be under a Difability of put- 
ting the ſame-in Suit for two Years afterwards ; did better ſuit with a great many 
_ Conveniences, than if they had the Liberty of calling their Montes in 
ſooner. 

- In the Second place, The Capitation-A& did not, nor could poſſibly, affe all 
the Tranſmutatibns of Stock ; as for inſtance, a Grafier might be aſſeſs'd for 50 
Head of Bullocks, valu'd together at 2501, for which he paid at 3 4. per Pound, 
30. 25. 6d. Now before the next Aſſeſſment came about, theſe Bullocks were

for Complaints were very many of being over-rated ui their Stock, afid the Com: 
plainers often obtain'd favourable Abatements in the-next Aſſeſſment ; , hut you 
very ſeldom heard of any that were rais'd above what they were firſt rated at, 
every Perſon claiming it as his Right and Due, if he was nor abated, y=t'at leaſt 
not to be rated higher than at firſt : So, he that was rated 50/1. Stock in the firſt 
Afﬀeſſment, was charg'd no more in the laſt, how much ſozver he got in the mean 
time : Therefore it 1s very likely, that how much foever was got by theſe Hides, 
Leather, Boots, and Shoes ; or the Suet, Tallow, and Candles ; yet they. made 
no Increaſe of the Duty by Capiration. - ON Ee 

In the Third place, There were ſome EffeQs that were not liable to be charg'd 
by the Capitation, viz. Such as came to the Hands of Executors or Adminiſtrators, 
before Payment of Debts and Legacies ; Effeds in the Hands of Aſſignees of Sta- 
tutes of akragk before Dividends made; Pariſh and County Stocks, ec. which 
with ſeveral Particulars ſo uncertain or ſmall as not to be taken notice of, yet 
being many in number, would have produc'd conſiderably, could one entire Va+ 


- Jue have been ſet upon them all. 


Theſe three Continsencies in the Capitation (ſome whereof were hardly, others. 


Not at all, to be avoided). muſt needs abate a prodigious Sum in the Produce of 


it, could it have been executed in its full Extent, and not ſubje& to thoſe Con- 


tingencies, which, with reſpe& to the Money-Tax, arenot likely to be the fame. 


Firſt, The Money-Tax cannot poſlibly ſuffer by any Concealments, being al- 
t er impraQticable from the Nature of the Thing, and contrary to the End 
that every one propoſes to himſelf in making Concealments ; For from the Con- 
ſtitution of the Tax upon Money, the Duty is to be paid by him that receives 
the Money ; for altho* the Perſon that pays 'it is to be obliged to produce the 
Blank upon which the Receipt is to be given, yet the Receiver 1s to be obliged to 
take the Duty paid for that Blank, in part of the Sym he 1s to receive, Now if 
it were enacted, That any Perſon paying a Sum of Twenty Shillings or upwards, 
(for any thing thar ſhall nat fall under the Head of Exceptions) and not taking 
a Receipt for it on theſe Stamp'd Blanks, (one or more, as occafion ſhould require) 
the Perſon making ſuch Payment ſhould be liable to. pay the Maney over again 
to the Perſon that receiv'd it, as if it had never been paid, to be ſued for at Cam- 


.mon-Law, and recoverable as other Debts, and no Releaſe or Contra& ta be of

IF all rhis were enated, *tis not eaſy to conceive how any Fraud could be practis'd

made himſelf liable to ſuch Penalties as far exceeded the proportion of his unju 
Gain ; and to the Perſon on whoſe Secrecy he depended for concealing the Fraud, 
he made it his higheſt Intereſt to betray him. Concealments are ſametimes ven- 


turd upon in other matters, where the Knowledge of ſuch Concealments can he 


kept within the compaſs of a Man's own Breaſt ; but where the Knowledge of the 
Secret is, and-muſt be, entruſted with another, whoſe Intereſt it is to betray it, 
there (I think) no body will be ſo hardy to attempt it, that is not both Foal

-:: 'Seconaly, A Tax upon Money affeQs all Tranſmutations of Stocks, as often
